Bomex, March 18.—Following close upon the 
unsuccessful attempt to blow up .the Ancien! 
Mattet Palace, the residence of Wm. Porter, 
American Minister to Italy, another dyna- 
mite outrage was attempted to-day at the 
Palagzo Altieri, the headquarters of the 
Guarate Nobili, one of the military organiza- 
tions whose duty it is to attend the Pupe and 
to de present at great religious functions at 
the Vatican. Early this morning a boy whe 
was passing the Palazzo Altieri saw a mass 
of what he at first thought was mortar Wing 
upon the stairs of the palace. With ish 
curiosity he ran up the steps and was sur- 
prised to see a burning fuse extending from 
the mass. The boy at once stamped out the 
fuse with fils feet and then notified the 
police. Genaarmes were at once sent to the 
palace and were not long in ascertaining 
that what the boy bad at Orst mistaken for a 
mass of mortar was a powerful bomb con- 
taining @ynamite or other explosive. The 
bomb was encased ina thick coating of plas- 
ter of Paris, which in the opinion of experts 
would have added to the destruction that 
would have been wrought had an explosion 
occurred. The news of the attempted out- 
rage has caused considerable excitement in 
the city. A number of arrests of Anarchists 
have been made in the city recently, and this 
fact has apparently caused the friends of the 
men arrested to attempt these outrages as a 
means of revenge. 

It has transpired since the affair of yester- 
day at the Ancieni Mattel Palace that the 
police have been warned from some unknown 
source that attempts would be made to cause 
explosions in various parts of thecity. Not- 
withstanding the warning the miscreants 
who planned this morning’s affair had no 
trouble in placing their bomb on the steps of 
the Palazzo Altieri, which is one of the best 
known buildings in the city. Orders have 
now been issued, however, that a strict 
watch be kept on all suspicious characters, 
and the police hope to soon have the con- 
spirators m custody. Another warning was 
received to-day that further attempts would 
shortly be made to cause explosions.

MAT KIELTY’S DEATH. 


Fatal Result of the Wound Inflicted by 
Mrs. Frush. 

Matt Kielty died at St. John's Hospital last 
night from the effect of the bullet Wound in 
the neck inflicted by his mistress, Mrs. Mary 
Frush, alias Mollie Ward, two weeks ago. 
Mrs. Frush is still in jail, where she has been 
confined since the shooting on a charge of 
assault to Kill, bail having been refused ow- 
ing tothe criical condition of her victim. 
She willnow have to answer a charge of 


murder. 
The shooting was done at 2310/2 Pine street, 
where Mrs, ush boarded. Kielty. called 
upon her and found that she had been drink- 
ing heavily. A quarrel ensued and it ts sup- 
posed that Kielty struck her, at least such is 
the woman's claim. Ashe threatened to re- 
at the blow she secured a revolver and 
red three shots at him, one of which took 
effect in the side of his neck, ranging down- 
wards and narrowly missing inflicting an im- 
mediately fatal wound. No one witnessed the 
affair, but a bunch of the woman’h hair 
which was caught in the hammer of the re- 
volver bears out her story of a struggle. 
After the — Kielty ran from the house 
and the woman followed him, and, jumping 
into his buggy, Grove away. She was ar- 
rested about an hour afterwards. 

Deceasea was well-known in local political 
circles. On two occasions he ran for member 
of the House of Delegates on the Democratic 
ticket for the Seventeenth Ward, but was 
defeated each time. His acquaint- 
anceship with the woman dates 
from some rs ck, when she 
was runninga bagnio on Sixteenth street, 
near Chouteau avenue. Leaving there she 


went tollve with Klelty as bis mistress. About 


two years ago they quarreied and separated, 
the woman apparently making an attempt to 
lead a respectable life as a fashionable West 
End dressmaker. At this time she formed 
the acquaintance of Henry Frush, a time 
payment dealer on Franklin avenue and the 
pa r were married. They lived together only 
or about three months. Last August Kielty 
started for Ireland, via New York. Mrs. 
Frush heard of his ure, and deserting 
her husband, started to follow him, over- 
taking him in New York. He, however, com- 
pelied her to return to St. Louis.

The Object of a Secret Caucus of Legis- 
lators Developed To-Day. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 18.—The Demo- 
cratic members of the House held a secret 
caucus last nigtt, and to none, except those 
who were present, was the object of the 
meeting known untill th's morning, whea 
Mr. Gates, after the expiration of the morn- 
ing hour, had called up the House bill taxing 
sleeping-car, express and telegraph compa- 
nies. The bill has been pending in the House 
for the past five weeks, but up to this morn- 
ing was prevented by the shrewdest attacks 
from being placed on its final — 
The caucus agreed that it should 
taken up this morning and that no 
other business should be considered 
until it was passed. 

The minority realized that it would be 
useless to make any further fight against the 
measure, and it went through at a gallop. 

The bill authorizes the Attorney-General to 
bring suit azainst the companies for the col- 
lection of whatever back taxes that may be 
due and requires them tofile a statement 
of their assets every year withthe Board of 
Railway Commissioners, who are required by 
the act to assess the corporations. 

The State Contract Board discovered yes- 
terday that one of the public 
printers had been overcharging the 
State for printing of stationery 
and legislative bills. Ona bill for $612 there 
was an overcharge of $868. The Governor 
sent a special moneage to the General Assem- 
bly this morning calling attentionto these 
— veg oy and urging the necessity of 
having all the printing for the State done at 
the Arkansas Institute for the Deaf and 
Dumb under State Supervision and control. 

The House passed a bill preventing in- 
solvent corporations from preferring cred- 
tors, except forthe wages of laborers and 
employes, and providing that any creWitor 
of a corporation may apply to the 
proper court to place its assets in 
the hands ofareceiver forthe purpose of 
paying a pro rata share on all Claims allowed

CURSING THE PHYSICIAN. 


Theresa Ashbeck Dies at the City Hos- 
pital Frofl Morphine Foisoning. 
Theresa Ashbeck, the courtesan who took 
Morphine with suicidal intent in her dive at 
311 Soutb Sixth street last night, died at the 
City Hospital this morning. Dr. Houck, one 
ofthe physicians at the hospital, was work - 
ing onthe woman. She revived fora mo 
ment and cursed him inthe vilest language 
for attempting to resucitate her. 


When asked wh she had taken 
the drug she informed him that it was none 
of his affair. she relapsed into unconscious- 
ness and di dout two hours after her ad- 
mission to the institution. ‘ihe dead woman 
was about 22 years old and a typical speci- 
men of her class. Aman claiming to be her 
husband called at the hospital this 8 
and informed the authorities that he woul 
attend to the funeral arrangements. He te- 
fused to say anything concering the motive 
which prompted the woman’s act. 

About seven months ago she deserted her 
husband for a lite oft shame. Since then he 
has been looking for his wife and last night 
he located her at the above numder. His 
efforts to induce hertoreform and return 
home: proved unavalling, but the remorse 
which he awakened in her, it is supposed, 
drove her to suicide.

AN EVIL INFLUENCE 


| Possessed by an Oregon Woman Over 


HER LATEST HUSBAND KIND BY HER 
' PARAMOUR. 


The Secret of His Death Revealed by Her 
to the Authorities—Rescusrs KIll a 
Sheriff and Fatally Wound a Deputy in 
Tennessee —- A Murder Indictment 
Quashed After Eight Years. 


BAKER Crrr, Ore., March 18.—The latest re 
garding the murder of Alfred P. Shaw, the 
farmer who was found dead ina barn at his 
home m Oanyon City, Grant co., was 
brought here last evening. Mrs. Shaw, the 
widow of the dead man, who was arrested 
with one Gallin, the hired man of the shaw 
household, on suspicion of having caused 
Shaw’s death, has made a confession. She 
declares that Gallin, with whom she had 
been intimate, killed her husband with 
a dammer and then carried the 
lifeless body to a barn in which was 
stabled a stallion. He then dispatched a boy 
to town to spread the report that Shaw had 
been Kicked to death by the horse. In the 
meantime the murderer burned the handle 
of the hammer and threw the head of it into 
deep snow, where it was afterward found. 
Mrs. Shaw has been twice divorced, Shaw 
having been her third husband. They had 
been married but a few months. Her first 
husband, A. L. Moshiere, was convicted in 
Grant County on a criminal charge and sent 
to the penitentiary. Later she married one 
Haskins at Baker City, who soon left her. 
Sheis a small dark complexioned woman 
about 40 years of age. 


THE INDICTMENT QUASHED. 

Carrie Howard and Jonn Kelfof Poterboro 
were arrested and indicted for the raurder 
by arsenical poisoning of Mrs. Howard’s hus- 
band, a well-to-do farmer of that place. The 
woman was tried and acquitted, but the ac-

The Board of Managers of the School for 
the Blind at Morgan and Nineteenth streets 
is much disappointed at the failure of tne 
Legislature to pass Senate bill 144 to create a 
commissoin to dispose of the present site of 
the institution, purchased a newone and 


erect suitable buildings thereon. Now that 
the bill has been Killed nothing can be done 
towards securing another location for the 
The board was 
particularly anxious to move because within 
the next year tͤe O., B. 4 Q. Rallroad will 
establish a depot very near the school, and 
the proximity of the depot and raltiroad 
tracks will entall both danger and discomfort 
tothe blind students. Mr. Frank O’Neil of 
the Board of Managers said to-day that if 
the State should decide to secure another site 
further removed from the business portion 
of the city, the step ought to have been taken 
at once as 88 is fast growing in value 
in the localities which are deemed suitable 
for the institution. We do not want to go 
too far out, he said, decause the children 
obtain much of their musical education by 
attending concerts and entertainments, and 
a distant location would make it very incon- 
venient for them to come down town for 
that purpose. We would not want a site 
very much beyond Grand avenue, and two 

ears win make considerable difference in 
he values of property out there. In the 
meantime the depot will be a very serious 
nuisance and danger.“ Mr. O'’Niel said be 
did not know what influence aad been 
brought to beartokillithe bill.

Give Ehort Weigh: Hay. 


John H. Knepper, Jr., whois connected 
with the of C. H. Meyer Hay, Grain and 
Commission Co., takes exceptions to the 
charges made by Supply Commissioner John 
Gilbert. The commissioner claims to have 
received a load ot hay at one of the engine- 
houses, and after weighing it found it sev- 
eral huadred pounds short. Mr, Knepper 
says of the question: * 


The Commissioner i¢ niaking 
mole hill, ichtinga windmftt, 
The fact is no two scales in the city weigh alike, and 
small discrepaficies will always oecur. This does 
not justify too large ones, however, but one scale or 
the other can easily be out of order and account for 
it. Now, Il could gain nothing by such discrepancy. 
The hay I furnished is bought b me 
on tracks and weighed on track scales, by a city 
weigher, and I nave to the seller by those 
weights, so thatI conid not be benefited in any way 
by that shortage. But the commissioner is not fair. 
He only speaks of shortages between different 
scales, but don’t refer to the fact or mention it that 
some of the loads overrun his weights on feweigh- 

ng. 

It is very ersy to throw mud or injure an innocent 
man's reputation by unjuet insinuatien. The 
majority of peopie are not familiar with the method 
ef doing a hay business, and at once jump to the con- 
clusion that the sity is being swindled and that I am 
the swindler. Iam perfectly willing to submit what- 
evernhe charges, to disinterested hay men fam- 
iliar with the business, confident they will at once 
vindicate me. The price cuts no figure whatever. 
It is based on current market, and whatever profit I 
get off my contract if governed by the hay market. 
But it should be evident to a one-eyed man that as 
the hay I furnish is weighed by a licensed cit 
weigher, whom I cértaigiy have no control over, au 
loaded and unloaded by a teamster who is only in- 
tereste? in getting his load delivered, while I may 
probably be milesaway,Icanin no way be bene- 
fited by the discrepancies the commissioner refers 
to. Fair play is a jewel, and as an bonest man and a 
citizen I think lam entitled toit. Kespectfatly

New Oeteans, La., March 18.— George A. 
Baird, better known as Squire Abingdon, 
died at the St. Charles Hotel at 8 o’clock this 
morning. Around his bedside were his faith- 


ful valet, Wm. Monk; his private secretary, 


W. G. Baly; two professional nurses and 
Drs. Miles and Fitch, the leading physicians 
of this city. The Squire’s enormous wealth 
could not Duy him relief from the dread 
malady that seized hold on him. 

After he and his party arrived in the city 
they lived at a terrifft pace. Abingdon had 
hardly gone to bed until he broke down. On 
the night of the Hall-Fitzsimmons fight he 


went into Hall’s corner very lightly clad. He 


stood in a draught and contracted a severe 
cold. He heeded it little until forced to go to 


George Abingdon Baird. 

Then pneumonia suddenly set in. 
and his pulse] jumped 
to 110. He became delirious and 
could not take any food, He 
raved continually about getting up and had 
it not been for his faithful valet would have 
sprung from the bed and injured himself. 
Yesterday the doctors held a consultation 
and in consequence telegrams were sent to 
the ’Squire’s relatives and Charley Mitchell 
telling them his life was despaired of. Tow- 
ard evening he took a turn for the worse 
and fell into a comatose condition. Henever 
rallied and despite the doctors’ efforts death 
came this morning.

Xo matter how the mentors of soclety may 
have regarded the ’Squire’s method of liv- 
ing, there is nothing but sadness to be felt 
for the death of this young man in the early 
period of a life that the possession of bound. 
less wealth could have made all sunshine. 
He was the son of a wealthy Scotch iron 
manufacturer, from whom he inherited his 
vast wealth, but he was born and bred in 
Yorkshire. He showed this by a peculiar 
thickness of accent and slowness of speech. 

Those who met the Squire during his re- 
cent visit to St. Louis found that he was not 
a handsome man. Unlike most English sports 
of the intense order, he was modést in his 
attire and manner of address. He never 
allowed his features to assume the slightest 
sign of intelligence.

directly, endeavoring to persuade or induce 
any employes of the rallway companies 
whose lines connect with the railroad of salu 
Toledo, Ann Arbor & North Michigan Rall 
road Co., not to extend to said company 
the same facilities for intercuange 
of interstate trafic as are extended by said 
companies to other ratlroad Companies. In 
case such rule or Sete shall hav en pro- 
mulgated or issued by Artuur & Sargent prior 
to the service upon them of the restraining 
order, they are required to recall and re- 
scind such rule or order and to refrain from 
enforcing the same.

Assailants in Its Verdict.

The inquest upon the body of S. O. Wilkins, 
the sewing machine agent who died at the 
City Hospital last Thursday from a fractured 
skull, réceived during a fight which occurred 
in Furber’s saloon on Olive street, March 14. 
was held by the Coroner this morning. 
Arthur Furber, Martin Gessall, George and 


Edwin Wagoner ate under arrest, charged 
with causing his death, but the jury in its 
verdict talledtonameany of them as re- 
sponsible. 

J. G. Fisher, a realestate agent, and Alfred 
J. Grindon, his clerk, testified that they were 
standing near the corner of Eighth and Pine 
streets on the night of the occurrence. They 
saw three men walking rapidly after another 
man on Eighth street. Ihe smaller of the 
three ran forward and struck the man a blow 
on the back ofthe head, felling him to the 
ground. They failed to identify the man who 
struck the blow. 

E. Daniels, a drummer from New York, 
witnessed the fracas in the saloon. The 
Wagoners and Furber were drinking together 
when Wilkins interposed with an insuiting 
remark about their wives. Furber pushed 
him back with his arm, and Wilkins fell 
down, but almost immediately got upand 
ran out vf the saloon. The Wagoners fol- 
lowed him. 

Robert Robinson, a traveling man from 
West Plains, Mo., was outside the saloon. 
He heard the blow but did not see it struck. 
He also heard someone say: ‘‘*Give it to 
him. Wilkins fell forward on his face and 
did not move. The front of his head struck 
the sidewalk with terrible force. 
J. L. Allen, who roomed in the same 
house with Wilkins, went to Furber’s saloon 
on the night in question to meet him dy ap 

ointment. He found him asleep on a chair. 

Vhen he woke him Wilkins Insisted on tak 
ing one more drink before he went home. 
W hile drinkingic he heard Furber and the 
Wagoners talking and pushed his way be- 
tween them, wit an insulting remark. In 
return Furber thrust him aside, pushing him 
down. ' 

Ihe verdict of the jury was that deceased 
came to his death from the fracture of the 
skull received March 14 by being knocked 
down on the sidewalk by some person un-

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VALUE OF PLANT AND PRIVILEGE 


The claim made by the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. that the proposed toll for 
the use of the streets amounts to 44 per 
cent of the assessed value of the property 
may be allowed, but it does not affect the 
justice of the city’s case. it isconceivable 
that a corporation might have no prop- 
erty ataliand yet be a fit object for the 
heaviest taxation. 

In such cases it is not the property 
which is the source of revenue, but 
that intangible, impalpable value called 
a franchise or privilege whereby the cor- 


j poration is given a monopoly which grows 


more valuable with every addition to the 
population and every extension of com- 
merce. The Western Union takes more 
monéy out of St. Louis every year than 
would suffice to replace the plant. The 
annual gross earnings of the Bell tele- 
phone would considerably more than re- 
place the plant of that corporation. These 
comparatively enormous revenues are 
earned in virtue of the monopoly privi- 
léges conferred upon them by the people, 
and these privileges can stand a tax much 
higher than has ever been proposed. 

It is high time that these privileged cor - 
porations pay for what they get. They 
should be allowed a fair return on the 
money actually invested. Individuals en- 
gaged in business expect to meet the 
chances of competition and do not ask 
mot than 6 per cent, counting themselyes 
‘lucky if they get that. As there are now 
no extraordinary risks attending the busi- 
néss of public corporations, there is no 
good reason why they should have greater 
profits than are derived from purely 
private enterprises. Monopolies are cre- 
ated to serve a public purpose. They 
should be confined to such purpose and 
any extraordinary profits made are the 
property of the people by whose favor the 
privileges are granted.

The attempt of Lord Randolph Church- 
ill to regain the leadership of the Conser- 
vatives, which was made the subject of a 
meeting of the party chiefs, once more 
brings a strange personality into prom- 
inence.

: POOR JUSTICE. 


The statement in yesterday’s Post-Drs- 
PATON that a petition is to be circulated 
for subscriptions to defray the expenses 
of important witnesses in the Rose assault 
case in order to assure their attendance at 
the sécond trial of one of the offenders re- 
vealsa strange situation in the admin- 
istration of criminal law in this city. 

The case grows out of a brutal assault 
made by two toughs upon Mrs. Ellen Rose, 
a poor country woman living with her hus- 
band, Frank T. Rose, in St. Clair County, 
Lil. Ons ot the assailants of Mrs. Rose 
Was tried, convicted and sentenced to 
thirty years in the pénitentiary. His at- 
torneys have moved for a new trial on the 
ground of a defect in the indictment and it 
is believed that the motion will be granted. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rese are very poor, and 
although they wére enabled to attend the 
first trial by the aid of friends it is not be- 
lieved that they oan bear the expense of 
another trip and sdjournin St. Louis to 
testify in a second trial. 

There are no funds at the disposal of the 
Circuit Attorney to be used for the 
purpose of insuring the attendance of 
witnesses unable to defray their own ex- 
penses. If a new trial should be granted, 
therefore, the attendance of these wit- 
nesses essential tothe State’s case would 
depend wholly upon voluntary subscrip- 
tions in the interest of justice. 

This situation, which has been dupli- 
cated fh many important cases, most 
notably, perhaps, in that of Maxwell, 
when the Circuit Attorney had to pay the 
extraordinary expenses of the trial out of 
his own pocket, discloses a rad- 
ical defect in the scheme of ad- 
ministering justice in this city. 
If the punishment of criminals in any 
case depends upon the ability of the wit- 
nesses to defray expenses, or ‘the willing- 
ness of the Circuit Attorney and the gen- 
eral public to supply the funds necessary 
to secure vital testimony, justice may be- 
come a farce at any time. 

A contingent fund of §10,000 is placed at 
the disposal of the Mayor for unimportant 
purposes, but brutal criminals may go un- 
punished and justice be defeated for want 
of a little money. The State and city can 
afford to be parsimonious in almost any- 
thing else better than in this.

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Ex-SNATOA D. H. ARMSTRONG, whose 
death is announced to-day, was for more 
than fifty years an important factor in the 
progress and political life of this city and 
State. A sealous and untiringly ac- 
tive partisan to the last, he was 
noted as an aggressively honest man 
who never abated his hostility or 
minced his words in dealing with crooked- 
ness on either side in politics. He never 
sought office. The pleasure of serving the 
people and promoting the cause of good 
government was apparently his most 
powerful motive. He always set his fel- 
low-citizens a noble example of the power 
any one private in their ranks can wield in 
politics if he has enough patriotism and 
public spirit to exercise it.

It is Very well to promise economy and 
practice it and to rail against extravagance, 
but-it should not be forgotten that this isa 
costly Government at best, and the cost of 
maintaining it, even upon the most econom- 
ical] basis, is increasing every year. 

In reducing taxesin one direction, there- 
fore, we must increase them in another, or 
what is the same thing, impose them on 
something not hitherto subjected to taxation 
at all. 

This isthe problem which the first Con- 
gress that assemblies under Mr. Cleveland's 
Administration must solve. There is no way 
to avoid it. and we should familiarize our- 
selves with the issue before it is precipitated 
and finds us unprepared to meet it. 

The best solution that we can see is the es- 
tablishment of a graded income tax. We 
dare not, should we be so unjust as to desire 
it, increase the burden already weighing 
heavily on the agricultural classes. We dare 
not impose moreon labor, We must, there- 
fore, place it where it really should properly 
fall, on the class that can best bear it—on 
the wealthy. 

It is this class that has reaped the greatest 
gains from the exactions so long and pa- 
tiently borne by agricultural and by mechan- 
ical labor. It has been singularly exempt 
from anything like oppression, while other 
interests have groaned under their burdens. 
It has grown moreand more powerful as its 
accumulations have increased, and the time 
has certainly come to demand of it a propor- 
tionate contribution to support a Govern- 
ment that has protected it and even fostered 
t as a favorite. There is no valid argument 
against the proposition; there are Many ar- 
guments in favor of it.

CANNIBALISM af SEA. 


Olaf Andersen Tells of the Terrible Trag - 
Gay on the Thekla. 


On the Ist ot last month a cabdlégram from 


‘Hamburg told of the arrest there of three 


sailors and their imprisonment on the charge 
of murder. On their own confession the 
men had killed and eaten a companion 
while shipwrecked and facing starvation. 
The men were part of the crew of the 
Danish bark Thekla from Philadelphia. They 
were taken off the bark after she had found - 
“erman. The names of the 

nnibals are: Olaf Andersen of Tonsberg 
in Nerway, Christian Hjalmar Jacobsen of 
Christiansund, Alexander Joh&nesen of 
Sweden. A correspondent of the Hamburger 
Nachrichten rviewed the three men in 
their prison at Ritzebuettel. One of them, 
Olaf Andersen, told the following story: 

Wo left Philadelphig on the ist of Decem- 
ber. Up tone 20th we had a good voyage. 
Then in the North Sea the bad weather be- 
gan. Great seas broke over the vessel and 
the ship was lost. She began to break up. 
Two masts had gone by the board, but they 
did no good. We were to take to the boats, 
but while they were being lowered they cap- 
sized, all but one. Those who could man- 
aged it jumped in, the W ~~ - aud some 
others—altogether ‘eight who 2 
mained behihd clim into the rigging.

WRECKED WASHINGTON’S HEAD. 


Forty Pounds of Dynamite Let Go in « 

Palisaie Quarry. 

New YorK, March 18.—One of the biggest 
dlasts of dynamite that has ever taken place 
in a quarry, it not the biggest, occurred yes- 
terday atthe Palisade quarries, about two 
miles from Fort Lee. The Palisades at this 
point, which is just opposite Fort Washing 
ton, were shorn of about 1,000 feet of surface 
and the displacement extended about 300 
feet on an average into the rock. Was- 
ington’s Head“ has been a landmark for 
many’ years to boatmen and  tour- 
ists going up and down the 
river, the grim profile looking 
startlingly distinct just when it came into 
view through its resemblance to that of the 
Father of His Country. Washington’s head 
is no more. It tottered and went down in 
the — havoc caused by the blast, dnd 
Aies broken in a hundred places at the foot of 
the Palisades. Ihe blast was bardly felt in 
Fort Lee, where it simply made the earth 
quiver a little, like an infant earthquake. 
Iwo miles or more of fissured rock makes a 
good buffer, andthe shock was pretty well 
exhuusted when it reached the village. About 
forty pounds of dynamite were used, and the 
Weight of the rock displaced is estimated at 
100,000 tons, at the lowest calculation. 


STATE LIQUOR AGENCIES. 


Massachusettes Is Asxed to Establish Ba- 
loon: Under Her Own Control. 


Bos rox, Mass., March 18.—An extraordinary 
liquor bill is now before the Legislature. It 
is indorsed by the Rev. Edward Everett Hale, 
Mrs. Mary A. Livermore and others. It pro- 
poses to place the sal? of liquor entirely in 
the hands of the State. The bill provides for 
the appointment of a commission consisting 
ofthree men. The chairman shall be desig- 


nated the State Liquor anager. The towns 
Shall vote yes or no as to whether liquor shall 
be sold there and there shall be no license 
law. But when a town votes to pave liquor 
sold the commission shall establish agencies 
not to exceed one for every 1,000 inhabitants. 
All sales shall De at ge established by the 
commission, and t prices shall be only 
high enough to repay the State for its outlay, 
no profit bein ng permitted to accrue from the 
sales over and above the expenses. Special 
efforts shall be made to prevent sales to per- 
sons of confirmed habits of Intoxication and 
only pure liquors shall be sold.

A COcnsolidation to Control Mat-r'al and. 


Product Being Effected. 


CINCINNATI, March 18,—Those composing 
the new iron pipe combine are holding a 
meeting here. The combination which has 
been In contemplation for some time, will be 
completed undoubtedly atthe present meet- 
ing and the organization effected as the 
American Pipe and Iron Co. will comprise 
ten of the largest iron and steel foundries in 
the South and West, with a capitalization of 
$20,000,000.

THE PLATTE FLOODED. 


Ice Depos tas on Farm Lands—Great Dis- 
tress Near Rogers.

ENTIRE TRANSACTION. 


Manager Floto’s Part in the Negotiations 
—Croker and Dwyer Turf Monopolists 
—Track and Stable Gossip—The Oar— 
Cycling—Base Ball—Sporting News of 
All Sorts. 


Inreply to Jack McAuliffe’s statement to 
the New Tork reporters that he had loaned 
Mike Mooney $500 to post as a forfeitfora 
match with him, the local boxing instructor 
has made a sworn statement before a notary 
public detailing every event in the negdtia- 
tions that went on during McAuliffe’s stay in 
thiscity. His statement is as follows: 


Otto Floto, McAuliffe’s manager, came to me here 
in St. Louls and asked me if I would go en with 
McAuliffe in a four- round set-toin Alton, III. For 


the benefitof my classof pupils! accepted. Im- 


mediately after the set-to. Mr. Floto asked me if I 
could get backing to the amount of $2.500 against 
McAuliffe for a Unish contest at catch- weights. I sald 
I could at 133 pounds, that being the light-weight 
limit. Floto said that McAuliffe did not want to get 
down to that weight, but he would make a match at 
catch weights and thought de could get a $10,000 
purse and would be willimg to jet the loser take 
$4,000. I declined his offer as I wanted to protect 
my baeker’s money. Thatended the matter for the 
time being. 

When McAuliffe’s troupe came to this city I was 
approached by a reporter, who said that McAuliffe 
would give me 5 mateh at any 
weight I eould get to. I called 
on Foto. We met at the Standard Theater on the 
evening of Thursday, March3. A match was ar- 
ranged at 133 pounds, give or take two pounds, and 
the articles were driwn up and ready for signing. 
Just thén McAuliffe said he had to go on the stage to 
make his usual set-to, and when he returned he re- 
fused to make the match, except at 135 pounds, give 
or take two pounds. The audience was expecting 
me to ar and spar with McAuliffe that 
evening, but his manager went on the stage and 
stated that inasmuch asa finish fight had just been 
rhe — between McAuliffe and myself the ex- 
pec exhibition would not come off. 

The report that I offered MeAuliffe $300 to allow 
me to best him in a four- round set-to at the theater 
is absolutely false. What I did say was that if he 
would make a metch at the weight I asked (133 
thee give or take two pounds) I would give him 

. The reason I made this offer is that I was 
anxious to get a match with him at the lightweight 
limit 133 pounds and was eren willing to let him 
have two pounds more. 

On McAuliffe’s refusal! to sign the articles I then 
pee up $600 asaforfeit with the Globe-Democrat to 

ind a match with him atthe lightweightlimit. My 
money remained there until McAuliffe left town. 

With regard to the affairat Faust’s I have this 
to say ana can furnish names of -haifa dozen 
er more reputable witnesses: McAuliffe seeing 
me there called metoone side and we had some 
‘conversation in regard to the match. Inthe mean- 
time a large crowd gathered around us, drawn to the 
spot by McAuiiffe’s lould talking. He said: Do you 
really think you can whip me?’ I replied: ‘*Puat up 
your money and [ wilitry.’ He then caught hold of 
my coat collar, and Nelson, his sparring partner. 
grabbed my arm. McAuliffe struck at me once or 
twice, but did not hit me. It was impos- 
sible for either of us to etrike the 
other, owing to the crowd, which jostied 
about. The head waiter seeing there might be trou- 
ble blew 228 Whistle, whereupon McAuliffe and 
Floto hurried out et the piace. Il remained at the 
place for fully half an hour afterwards and was not 
out of the place during the entire time.
